selling qualities of this paper. Mr. 
Burke did not say just how many 
orders he had received but left the 
impression that the number was very 
great for he said that the adver- 
tisement had brought more replies 
than he had ever before received 
from similar advertisements which 
had appeared in many other papers 
throughout the country in the past 
ear. 
“h. Burke stated that he would 
be somewhat delayed in filling or- 
ders because he was not prepared 
to handle so many as he had re- 
ceived but that all orders would be 
filed as quickly as possible. At 
the same time he made payment for 
the first advertisement and ordered 
it run again. The advertisement 
therefore appeared again in our is- 
sue of October 20th. 

Almost at this same date, we began 
to receive complaints from _ people 
who had answered the original ad- 
vertisement, that goods ordered had 
not been received but that Mr. Burke 
had sent them cards from Arkansas 
promising delivery in about ten days. 
These complaints have continued to 
pour in and we immediately insisted 
on an explanation from Mr. Burke.

We 
immediately wrote both these pub- 
lications explaining of the delay in 
handling orders for readers of our

Im all cases of this na- 
ture where complainant expects a re- 
ply from us also expects us to write 
to the dealer about whom they com- 
plain, postage for both letters should 
be provided for in many instances as 
stated before complaints are found 
unjustified.

All was quiet along the Potomac 
for a few days this week, then the 
wheels of stamp information began to 
turn once more. Another new stamp 
in prospect, and the time not so far 
distant. Scouting is scheduled to be 
honored, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts and 
Sea Scouts, with a stamp for its 25th 
anniversary, which falls in early Feb- 
ruary.

Wonder if the department will find 
time to bring this stamp out bi- 
colored? There are several possi- 





bilities, for instance, a silver stamp 
for the silver anniversary, or a com- 
bination of the three symbolic colors 
of each of these three great classes of 
scouting. 

Two stamps were removed from the 
Philatelic Agency list this week, the 
2c Red Cross and the Lindbergh air- 
mail booklet. The Lindbergh booklet 
deserves a place in any United States 
or airmail collection, as it is the only 
booklet of airmail stamps that this 
country has issued. There are two 
panes in the booklet each made up of 
three stamps. One stamp has three 
straight edges, the other two, each 
have two straight edges, like coils 
perforated horizontally. 

Progress is being made at the 
Agency in catching up with back or- 
ders, for now more are being sent out 
filled, than are being received. Much 
of this delay and hold up in orders 
was caused by collectors who sent re- 
mittances for full sets of National 
Parks stamps long before the last 
stamp had been issued. This natur- 
ally caused considerable cumulation of 
orders that could not be filled until 
after October 8.

there are still a few values which have 
not appeared imperforate, part perfor- 
ate, or to order. It occurs to us that 
the only fair thing to do in a case like 
this is to issue the whole set imper- 
forate and general Farley should be 
convinced that public opinion would 
best be appeased by so doing, in as 
much as the inspection service at the 
bureau seems to have broken down. 


Mr. Petersen sends us a tracing of 
a 2c internal revenue stamp of around 
1867. This is printed in yellow on an 
acknowledgment of receipt form. 
These also appear printed on checks 
and, while they served the purpose of 
revenue stamps, for some reason have 
not been catalogued. They are 
stamped paper but not literally reve- 
nue stamps and therefor fall, more or 
less, in the same class with tobacco 
and beer stamps which also are not 
catalogued. 


Dora Smith would like to know the 
difference between a precancel and a 
buroprint and whether they are as 
good in a stamp collection as other 
used stamps. The ordinary term 
“precancel” refers to stamps precan- 
celled at the post office of origin while 
a “buro-print” is a precancel made at 
the Bureau of Printing and Engrav- 
ing at the same time as the stamp it- 
self is printed. For ways and means 
of distinguishing one from the other 
please refer to our fellow columnist, 
Mr. Gierhart. 

Miss Smith who, like so many 
others, is just beginning to study the 
complexities of U. S. issues, would 
also like to know what coils and im- 
perforates are. A coil is a stamp per- 
forated only on two sides which comes 
from a roll of stamps rather than a 
sheet. 
machine at some local store are coils. 

Imperforates do not have any per- 
forations. Originally they were is- 
sued for the use of makers of private 
coils who fixed them up to fit in their 
own vending machines. This was 
found unnecessary after 1922, but since 
then several imperforates have ap- 
peared in very limited quantities. 
These are called “errors” by the kind 
of heart. There is also a brand of 
wall—or stamp-paper known as “ex- 
hibition sheets” which are lacking 
both perforations and a good excuse. 
Some of these even fail to have gum 
but the government finally discovered 
they could put gum on the stamps 
without losing any money so they did. 
After all a stamp collector must have 
his daily swig of og.—original gum— 
to you and you.

Watch The Cuban Mail 





Those collectors who are in position 
to scan incoming mail from Cuba will 
do well to be alert during the next few 
months for things are happening on 
the island that may make postal his- 
tory. 

A reliable correspondent has just 
written that the financial difficulties 
of the present administration are most 
acute in the post office department and 
some unusually interesting stamps 
may be expected as the result of ef- 
forts to maintain the postal service. 


Stamps printed for the Republic of 
Cuba—in anticipation of success dur- 
ing the revolutions of 1868 and 1895— 
have reposed in the vaults of the 
treasury department all these years. 
These stamps were to be placed on 
sale last Oct. 10 but, unfortunately, 
the sheets were stuck together after 
their long hibernation. It was hoped 
to complete the separation process in 
a month or such a matter and then the 
stamps were to be placed in use. 


Cuba has made several attempts to 
bring out a new issue of postage 
stamps but due to an eccentricity of 
the printer (demanding cash for their 
work) the issue has been indefinitely 
delayed. The government storage 
vaults have been pretty well cleaned 
of obsolete issue and some nice stamps 
passed over the post office counters 
for use as regular postage. Collectors 
were not encouraged to absorb these 
items. 


My correspondent wrote of an op- 
portunity to buy 100 Pan-American 
Conference 8-cent stamps but he did 
not have the $8 in his pocket and 
when he returned a short time later 
someone else had the stamps. He says 
that something will have to be done 
soon. 


His letter was posted with two 
copies of the first Cuban airmail issue. 
Most of Scott’s No. 704-11 and 712-15 
went some time ago.

the Code Authority that governs Pe- 
riodical Publishers of all kinds. 

It is apparently a Code that is un- 
known to other publishers of Phila- 
telic Magazines, for in the latest list 
of Periodicals which have signified 
their adherence to this Code Author- 
ity, Linn’s Weekly Stamp News is the 
only Philatelic Publication in the 
United States that is listed under the 
Code Authority of the Periodical Pub- 
lishing and Printing Industry. 

This latest list of Publications 
which have signified their intention to 
comply with the Code Trade Practice 
Provisions of the Industry is issued 
and dated November 1, 1934. 

Practically all the large National 
Magazines of the United States are 
found listed in this booklet, yet the 
only Philatelic Publication among the 
entire list of Publications is Linn’s 
Weekly Stamp News. 

It is therefore apparent that any 
other Philatelic Publication display- 
ing the NRA Eagle insignia in their 
masthead is either doing so in viola- 
tion of the Provisions of this Code 
Authority or in ignorance of the same. 

It is the belief of the Publishers of 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News that a 
Code of Fair Practice if adhered to 
by the publishers of Philatelic Papers 
would do much toward eliminating 
much unfair practice that is indulged 
in by members of the trade and that 
the trade could be both elevated and 
benefitted by a strict adherence to 
such a Code. 

Perhaps the point of most vital in- 
terest to the stamp trade is the “Pro- 
visions Relating to Advertising 
Rates.” 

It is over such matters that the 
most glaring violations and unfair 
practices are most frequent. It should 
be to the interest of every stamp 
dealer who uses advertising space in 
any Philatelic Publication to know 
that the space he is using in any pub- 
lication is sold to him on the same 
terms and at the same rate of pay- 
ment as similar space is sold to every 
other dealer. The dealer who signs a 
contract and lives up to his obliga- 
tion is entitled to know that no other 
dealer is given more favorable rates 
or concessions, which are not extend- 
ed to him. 

Linn’s Weekly Stamp News has 
subscribed to the Code Authority of 
the Periodical Publishing and Print- 
ing Industry and quotes herewith the 
“Code Trade Practice Provisions Re- 
lating to Advertising Rates” (See 
Aa Page 55, Appendix of Industry 

-3). 


(f) Advertising Rates. It is a re- 
quirement of this code that publish- 
ers must file with the Secretary of 
the Institute a true and complete 
schedule of all advertising rates. 
Failure to do so shall constitute a 
violation of the Code. 

(g) Maintenance of Rates. Pub- 
lishers shall make no deviation 
from their published rate schedules 
on file with the Secretary of the 
Institute, either in the form of 


money or otherwise, or secretly ex- 
tend to certain advertisers special

That 
the following answers the above or 
not I will not say but the fact re- 
mains that Shippensburg, Pa., has 
used several very messy looking 
handstamps in the past. It was A.F.’s 
surmise that the dear old P. O. dept. 
would hand the above towns some 
form of the three metal handstamps. 
Such was not the case with Ship- 
pensburg, for they received an elec- 
tro not like any of the three metal 
handstamp types nor like any U- 
type. Small thick bold face letters 
with blunt serifs between medium 
thick lines. Shippens on the top line, 
Burg, Pa. on the second line. The 
lines and legend are all about equal- 
ly spaced vertically speaking. I 
sincerely hope the government will 
use plates similar to this when they 
make replacements as this is a very 
neat appearing cancel.
